THE “POINT RATIONING” SYS­ 
TEM won’t seem so complicat­ 
ed if you look on your coupons aa 
a sort of money. 
Beginning probably In Febru­ 
ary. you will have to “spend” 
these coupons for most varieties 
of canned, dried and frozen fruits 
and vegetables just as you spend 
nickels and dimes. Or course you 
will still have to fork over those 
nickels and dimes too. 
Your “Ration Book No. 2” will 
contain red and blue coupons num­ 
bered I, 2, 5, and 8 and lettered 
from A to Z. 
The number* stand for point 
values and the letters for time 
periods. 
The blue coupons are to be used 
for the processed foods and the 
red ones later for meat. 


VT MAY BK that for the first 
I month of rationing you will be 
permitted to use all coupons let­ 
tered A. B and C. If so, you will 
have 48 points to “spend” on proc­ 
essed food. If only the coupon* 
lettered A and B are released for 
the first month, you will have 
only 32 points. As food supplies 
vary up or down, the OPA may 
permit you to use more—or fewer 
—coupons in any period of time. 
The OPA explains that point 
rationing is necessary for things 
like canned foods where it is not 
necessary for things like coffee 
and sugar. The reason is that 
there are few if any common sub­ 
stitutes for coffee or sugar. If you 
ration 
them 
you've just 
about 
covered the field. 
With canned goods it’s a differ­ 
ent story, lf you ration just one 
item, like peas, you simply send 
people scampering to buy other 
things similar to peas, and before 
you know it you have a shortage 
in them too. So you have to ra­ 
tion the whole list of canned, dried 
and frozen vegetables to keep the 
supply on an even keel.

tack at Pearl Harbor,” but did 
their diplomatic utmost to maneu­ 
ver Japanese-American peace dis­ 
cussions in such a way that Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt would be in the 
hands of the Japanese navy when 
Its torpedo planes stabbed at the 
heart of American sea power in 
the Pacific. 
Ambassador Joseph C. Grew in­ 
formed the state department Jan. 
27, 1941, of reports Japan planned 
the surprise attack in case of 
“trouble” with the United States. 
Apparently the Japanese govern­ 
ment did not know the American 
ambassador had got wind of its 
designs, for a few months later 
It began urging on the state depart­ 
ment a plan to bring President 
Roosevelt and Premier Prince Ko- 
noye together aboard a Japanese 
warship in the Pacific for a “frank 
exchange of views.” 
Japanese 
Ambassador Kichlsa- 
bura Nomura broached the subject 
to Secretary Hull Aug. 8, when the 
presence of Japanese troops In 
French Indo-China was complicat­ 
ing already strained relations be­ 
tween Japan and the United Statee. 
“The ambassador then inquired,” 
says the White Book, “whether it 
might be possible to arrange for 
a meeting of the responsible heads 
of the two governments to dis- 


cuss means of adjusting relations 
between the two nations.” 
Secretary Hull’s response is not 
recorded, but a few weeks later 
the subject wa* reopened; 
this 
time by a message from Prince 
Konoye himself to President Roose­ 
velt, pointing out that informal 
Japanese - American conversations 
were getting nowhere in a situa­ 
tion “which might produce unfore­ 
seen contingencies.” 
In a conversation with Secretary 
Hull the same day (Aug. 28) Am­ 
bassador Nomura said Prince Ko­ 
noye planned to meet the Presi­ 
dent “on a Japanese warship” and 
his government was “very anxious 
that the meeting be held at the 
earliest possible moment.” 
Hull Cool To Suggestion 
Hull wa* cool to this suggestion, 
although the then recent meeting 
of President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill of Brit­ 
ain aboard a warship in the Atlan­ 
tic made the Japanese proposal 
technically innocent enough. 
Hull told Nomura he thought an 
agreement in principle on the matn 
issues should be reached before 
any meeting of the President and 
the premier. 
On Sept. 6 Ambassador Grew in­ 
formed Hull that Konoye assured

ER DON—The Red army thrust 
deeper into Nazi positions. 
MIDDLE DON—“Our troops con­ 
tinued their offensive and occupied 
a number of populated places,” the 
communique announced. 
NORTHWEST OF MOSCOW — 
Th* Russians thrust westward be­ 
yond recaptured Vellkie Lukl and 
reached Novosoholnlkl, 70 miles 
froth the Latvian border. 
Th* swift Russian recapture of 
Mosdok end Malgobek, 16 miles 
southeast of Mosdok, was consid­ 
ered a major victory Uke those of 
Stalingrad and Vellkie Lukl, where 
Ute Red army continue* its offen­ 
sives.

What Americans Desire Most Is Work And Peace, 


And 'Woe Unto Politicians Who Fail To See This’ 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 
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Ability Is A Matter Of Opinion 
♦pHE ADMINISTRATION frequently is admonished 
to get rid of itg second-raters and replace them 
with some of the nation’s ablest men. W alter Lipp- 
mann is one who feels that domestic problems are 
being muffed for want of ability In the right places. 
He has warned President Roosevelt of political con­ 
sequences unless Improvement is made and thinks 
the consequences really began In the November 
elections. 
Now It m ust be plain that no admistration ever 
deliberately ham strung itself with Inferior person­ 
nel, even though that sometimes seems to be true. 
According to his lights, Mr. Roosevelt has picked 
the best men be could get for the jobs at hie dis­ 
posal. If he retains them, he must continue to be­ 
lieve in them. For instance, he must have faith 
in Miss Perkins, bls secretary of labor. Otherwise, 
abe would have been replaced long ago. 
Ability is a m atter of opinion. There are no ob­ 
jective standards. Mr. Roosevelt’* aliblty Is sub­ 
ject to diametrically Opposed judgments, just as is 
the ability of say, Joseph Stalin, Premier Tojo, Don­ 
ald Nelson and Henry Ford. There 14 no man so 
abl* that someone will not swear he is almost if 
not entirely lacking In qualifications for whatever 
Job he la doing. 
This nation’s greatest political leaders, its most 
valuable generals, its most successful financiers and 
most snergetio industrialists all have been de­ 
nounced as Idiots and worse. As for its writers, 
painters, playwrights and poets, their indeterminate 
status Is proverbial. By the same token, there Is no 
man so Incompetent that be will have no defenders. 
The purpose is not to defend incompetence, but 
to suggest why incompetence Is tolerated many 
times ter beyond reason. For better or worse, this 
is a strongly personalised government, in the sense 
that presidential Judgment is reflected in appoint­ 
ment of policy-making officials. Mr. Roosevelt does 
not knowingly Injure his country and his own admin­ 
istration by retaining people who should be re­ 
placed; it cannot have occurred to him that some­ 
one else might do the same Jobs better. 


The Budget Audience 


t N view of the fact that just about everybody who 
* works for a living will get a 5 percent bite taken 
out of his pay from now on. President Roosevelt 
has the most Interested audience of his long presi­ 
dential career lined up for the budget he will an­ 
nounce shortly. 
It Is noted that the President, perhaps with this 
heightened interest in mind, is going to divide tile 
budget into two parts—war and non-war expendi­ 
tures. The war expenditures, of course, cannot be 
questioned. The non-war expenditures can be ques­ 
tioned. W hatever reduction may ensue will be left 
to congress. 
This is a carryover from Mr. Roosevelt's previous 
practice of dividing the budget between regular and 
emergency expenditures and then nailing a “Don’t 
Touch’* sign on the first. Finally, this sort of thing 
went so far that the President, being heckled by 
Sen. Taft on the subject of cutting federal expenses, 
declared flatly that no reduction was possible on the 
second either. 
Since then, some reduction has 
been 
accom­ 
plished—about a billion dollars, most of which will 
be absorbed by interest on the hugely expanded 
public debt. The new budget Is expected to call for 
so much money, at least 105 billion dollars, that lf 
all non-war expenditures were abandoned the total 
wouldn't be appreciably smaller. 
W hat it means on an individual basts is that 
per capita spending for federal government will 
run to upward of $800—$3,200 for a family of four, 
At its lowest point between this war and the 
First World war, per capita spending was about 
$30, or $120 for a family of four, which explains 
why the President will have in his budget audience 
this year millions of new taxpayers who formerly 
thought income taxes were something that rich men 
paid. 


UCH has been made of the 
differences among those who, 
like Messrs. Wallace, Hull, Welles, 
Hoover, W inkle and Stassen, are 
hammering out on the anvil of de­ 
bate the next phase of American 
policy. 
But In fact the differences are 
small, often merely verbal, where­ 
as the amount of common under­ 
standing and common purpose is 
remarkable. 
Certainly, among the authors of 
the Constitution there were far 
deeper conflicts of opinion, ideolog­ 
ical conflicts we now call them, In 
the years immediately preceding 
the Philadelphia convention than 
there are today among represents 
tive Americans. 
W hat differences are there to­ 
day, for example, which are as 
radical as those which separated 
the men of 1787 who thought they 
preferred a centralized monarchy 
from those who thought they pre­ 
ferred not one union but two con 
federaoles? 
Mr. W allace’s speech of May 8 
and Mrs. Hull's of July 23 are 
supposed to represent some kind 
of profound conflict, but if we re 
read them both today where Is this 
profound conflict? 
Mr. Wallace, 
if 
I 
understand 
him, puts rather more emphasis 
on government-sponsored 
private 
capital investm ent abroad and Mr. 
Hull puts a little more emphasis 
on the lowering of tariff barriers 
to promote international trade. 
But the differences are in em­ 
phasis rather than in principle or 
purpose and they have been exag­ 
gerated needlessly. 
Nor Is there any very great dif­ 
ference between Mr. W elles’ effort 
to reach basic agreem ents prior to 
the arm istice and 
Mr. 
Hoover's 
proposal for a conditional peace 
at the time of the arm istice. They 
both are talking about essentially 
the same thing and seeking the 
same end. 
I 
N this debate, which now has 
been going on for seven months 
—coinciding, we may note, with 
the development of the offensive 
phase of the war—the President 
has held himself somewhat aloof. 
Unlike President 
Wilson, 
who 
made all the great pronouncements 
himself, Mr. Roosevelt has been 
careful not to get himself irrevo­ 
cably committed to any one for­ 
mulation of policy. 
This la most sagacious. For the 
true line of American policy can­ 
not be Invented by a single brain. 
W hat Is In the making Is the con­ 
stitutional order of the 2 0 th cen­ 
tury and the place of America In 
that order. 
In an undertaking of this size 
there 
will 
be needed, as John 
Adams put it In 1787 when he was 
writing to Rufus King: "The great­ 
est single effort of human under­ 
standing, the greatest single effort 
of national deliberation that the 
world ever has seen." 
In that exertion and In that ef­ 
fort the President has the deckling 
part to play. But he will play It 
most effectively lf he continues 
to preside over the debate until 
each phase of it is ripe for deci­ 
sion. 
Mr. 
Wilson 
suffered 
greatly 
from the fact that as the foremost 
advocate of specific measures, he 
very soon loat his power to judge 
and modify m easures which were 
not altogether workable or accept­ 
able. President Wilson could not 
alter what Mr. Wilson as advocate 
or negotiator had done. 
It Is evident that Mr. Roosevelt 
has learned the lesson of that ex­ 
perience and la making sure that 
he retains the power to correct 
what his own spokesmen or emis­ 
saries do. 


having (tome through a maze of 
high-sounding generalities (which 
are always a sign of immature 
ideas) to something which la self 
evident and true. 
W hat men want, said Mr. Wa! 
lace, is work and peace. T hat is 
exactly 
what 
they 
really 
want. 
And if they have work and peace, 
they will have the four freedoms, 
five freedoms, 
six freedoms, in­ 
deed all the freedom that la prac­ 
ticable, and they will have all that 
the Atlantic C harter promises. 
But what is more, and this point 
marks the great advance in our 
thinking since W ilson’s day, work 
and peace are inseparable. 
For there can be no peace In 
which men do not have the full 
opportunity to work for their own 
welfare; nor can men have the full 
opportunity to work for their own 
welfare unless they are sure of 
peace. 
In this conception of peace, the 
foundation on 
which 
the 
whole 
structure would be built Is not, 
as In the past, on the arrangem ent 
of 
frontiers 
and 
on 
diplomatic 
agreem ents and on covenants like 
that of the League, but upon co­ 
ordinate 
national 
policies 
de­ 
signed to guarantee the right to 
work. 
Thus the enormous problems of 
demobilization, 
relief, 
rehabilita­ 
tion and of the development of new 
wealth and new opportunity would 
become the central and primary 
concern, and hot, as in previous 
wars, be left to chance. 
Around them, auxiliary to them, 
the 
political 
and 
constitutional 
problems of the post-war world 
would fall Into their proper per­ 
spective. 
T 
HIS approach Is as human and 
practicable as it is sound in 
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MR, WALLACE'S speech about 


principle. To see this w*e have only 
to ask ourselves 
this question: 
What will the 15,000,000 Allied sol­ 
diers be thinking about .when hos­ 
tilities end and w hat will their 
families 
be thinking 
about 
and 
what will th e countless millions 
of Individuals who have been dis­ 
located 
by the war be thinking 
about? 
Will it be peace in the abstract, 
or how to constitute a world court 
or how many votes each nation is 
to have on a world council, or 
what is to be the disposition of 
colonial territory? Not at all. 
It will be how to resume their 
lives, 
how 
to 
reestablish 
their 
homes, how to repair their enter­ 
prises, how to find Jobs that they 
like to do. 
If this Is not made possible for 
them, then nothing th a t statesmen 
decide at a diplomatic conference 
will be 
worth 
the paper it Is 
w ritten on. 
But if it is made possible to 
them, 
then 
the 
statesm en 
will 
stand 
upon 
solid 
ground 
when 
they seek to build a new order of 
things to preserve the peace of 
the world. 
The approach to peace through 
the developm ent 
of 
the oppor­ 
tunity to work could, I believe, be 
Initiated only here. 
For, as It 
happens, only the 
United States today will have the 
reserves of power and of wealth 
which In Its first beginnings It 
requires. 
Moreover, this policy answers 
not only the primary American 
post-war problems, which is ho^ 
to find Jobs for at least 15,000,000 
American soldiers and war workers. 
It answers also the profound ef­ 
fect on tho minds of Americans 
made by the war itself. For in this 
war Americans 
have 
discovered 
their own power and what they 
can do when they put together all 
their energies In a great effort.

1.—The public thinks that, in 
many instances, their governmental 
leaders showed lack of foresight 
and should have acted sooner on 
many problems, particularly in the 
case of rationing to avoid short­ 
ages. 
The typical American expects his 
leaders to see ahead on bis behalf, 
and he thinks that if the govern­ 
ment had used more foresight, it 
would have put price and wage 
control into effect earlier, started 
rubber control and rationing of gas­ 
oline and food sooner, and begun 
taking action before now on man­ 
power control. 
Lese Red Tape Wanted 
2.—The voters would like to see 
a general tightening up of govern­ 
ment efficiency, with lese bureau­ 
cratic red tape In administering 
the various civilian war programs. 
3.—A sizable number feel that 
the government should be less in­ 
dulgent with 
labor unions, and 
deal more firmly with strikes and 
labor disputes in war industries. 
4.—Finally, the average Ameri­ 
can believes that not enough in­ 
formation about the war was given 
to the public in the first year, that 
much of the news was “ sugar 
coated” almost to the point of 
“kidding” the public, and that this 
situation should be remedied In the 
future. 
Many Have Opinions 
Those are the main points found 
by a staff of more than 200 public 
opinion 
field 
reporters 
in 
the 
course of talking to plain citizens 
in every state. 
On behalf of the Insitute, these 
field reporters asked respondents: 
“In looking back over the first 
year of the war, what do you wish 
the government had dune differ­ 
ently f" 
It was found that aik out of every 
IO persons interviewed had some 
specific criticism to make, while 
the others were either satisfied or 
expressed no opinion. 
Literally hundreds of different 


ideas were turned up. 
Many of them had to do with 
rationing, which is one of the sub­ 
jects the public is most deeply In­ 
terested in at the moment. 
Rationing Cam* Too Slow 
Officials of the OPA will be glad 
to hear that not many of the com­ 
ments were hostile to the idea of 
rationing; in fact, the concensus is 
that all scarce things should have 
been rationed much sooner. 
A large number said that when 
the government wants to ration a 
product, it should do so without 
advance warning, in order to pre­ 
vent hoarding. 
Criticisms of war strategy were 
found in the survey, but they did 
not turn up as frequently as com­ 
plaints 
about civilian 
war 
pro­ 
grams. Such criticisms as were 
voiced on strategy were that we 
should have concentrated more on 
the Pacific war, given China more 
aid, started a second frost sooner, 
and adopted a unified command 
from the start of the war. 
Concerned Over Taxes 
Some voters are concerned with 
the subject of taxes. 
Secretary 
Mongenthau will be interested in 
this typical comment from a Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y. machine operator who 
anticipates difficulty in raising his 
tax money: 
"I’ll tell you one thing — I wish 
they had let us know sooner about 
the higher income taxes." 
Comments on strikes and labor 
unions continue to turn up all over 
the country. “ Deal more firmly 
with unions.” Why did the govern 
inent permit strikes when our boys 
in Africa are fighting for the coun­ 
try?” "Why don’t the unions clean 
out their racketeers?” — those are 
typical complaints voiced. 
Criticisms of labor and of man­ 
power problems are especially pre­ 
valent In farm areas. Listen to a 
Hatchita, New Mexico sheep ranch­ 
er: 
“I

dealt more firmly with strikes and 
I wish it hadn’t taken a whole year 
to begin to handle the manpower 
problem.”
